covery of Pope Benedict XV has not 
been abandoned, the Vatican declar- 
ed this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. It 
was announced, however, the Pope's 
condition was still extremely grave. 
His holiness was being kept alive late 
today by constant use of oxygen. 
The Pope was breathing with great- 
est difficulty. 


At 11 o'clock this morning when 


nolir-e was sent to the government 
that Pope Benedict's condition must 
be considered hopeless his physi- 
cians announced that serious weak- 
ness of the heart had set in. 


As soon as the Pope's entourage 


had ascertained that his holiness'* 
condition

critical,

nal hurried tearfully 1o the Pope's 
bedside. 
Pope Benedict was rest- 


ing tranquilly when the papal secre- 
tary of state arrived,1 and immedi- 
ately requested that the last" sacra- 
ment, be administered.

His holiness was conscious and calm 
throughout the -ceremony. 


The Pope then was fully conscious,
